MR. MOTORIST*‘USE YOUR HEAD 


Within the past two or three weeks two fires have re- 
sulted in the fire siren blowing, with a consequence rush 
of cars and pedestrians to the scene of the fire; or to the 
fire hall, to ascertain the fire location. 
Wainwright has been very fortunate during the past 
years with such a mall fire reo This is something 
that the citizens of this town sh be very proud of. 
One thing however which we are not proud of though, is 
the number of rushing cars whenever the fire siren 

does blow. was very well shown at the last fire only 
two weeks ago. True the fire was nothing major, only a 
garbage fire that became out of control, Nevertheless, 
once the siren had been sounded the cars and trucks liad 
commenced in motion all congregating at the origin of 
the fire. This is a very dangerous practise which in future 
might lead to a serious accident. The very fact that cars 
and trucks will rush ahead of the fire engine can cause 
a serious traffic tie-up and hamper the efforts of the fire 
brigade in getting to the scene of the fire in the shortest 


So, Mr, Motorist, we say use 
the law. over to the side of t id and wait for the 
fire truck to go by. This is not only common sense but it 
also happens to be a provincial law. There are only three 
types of vehicles that are allowed the use of a siren. 
These are fire trucks, police cars and ambulances, If you 
hear an approaching vehicle with a siren wailing it is a 
safe bet that it is one of the three, Common courtesy 
dictates that you obey the rules of the road. Concede your 
right-of-way and in the long run you will find that it 
pays dividends. 


FINANCE MINISTER PRESENTS A 
TOUGH BUDGET 
The Canadian people were rather set back on their 
haunches Tuesday afternoon when Finance Minister, the 
Hon. Douglas Abbott, introduced his budget. There is to 
be no particular réduction in taxes. Except in the limited 
bracket of 65-year-olds there is no relief in the income 
tax field. The removal of the 8 per cent sales tax from 
many items of foodstuffs carries with it no machinery to 
ensure that the benefits will be passed on to the consumer 
e widespread plea for relief from income tax on the 
part of the farmer has been positively ignored. This is 
not too hard to understand, for down in Ontario and 
Quebec—where votes are thickest—the farmers ignore 
the income tax, and everybody seems perfectly happy. 
Mr, Abbott’s warning that international complications 
might suddenly throw a heavy demand upon the federal 
treasury for defence measures is only a reflection of the 
jittery state of international affairs. ‘‘Peaceful Russia’’ 
with her standing army of more than four million men 
doesn’t impress the men charged with international ad- 
ministration as being altogether a gesture of good will. 
As for the danger of creating an era of inflation by leav- 
ing more buying power in the hands of the people, we 
think Mr. Abbott is all wet. At the moment the will to 
produce is definitely stifled by the heavy impositions of 
the income tax. Particularly does this apply to farm pro- 
duction and to any industrial production where the ele- 
ment of overtime might raise the worker into a higher 
income tax bracket. These are established facts, and if 
Mr. Abbott has designed his budget in ignorance of such 
facts it would indicate that he is not very close to the 
people. On the other hand, we agree with him that taxes 
should be kept high in the face of flush revenues and 
prosperous times, always providing that the flush rev. 
enues are administered to the best advantage of the coun. 
try as a whole. Debts and interest charges should be re- 
duced, so that there can be released to the benefit of all 
the people a fuller measure of social services. While the 
federal government is withdrawing from the field of 
amusement taxes, such as the theatre and race track taxes 
it was generally understood before the budget was writ- 
ten that the provinces would again enter the field and 
absorb these revenues for direct provincial purposes. The 
people can hope for no relief here. In our opinion low 
taxes are not the best criterion of progress and success; 
but taxes are like life insurance, the individual, or the 
community, or the state should not attempt to carry too 
.burdensome a load. —Camrose Canadian!

New and charming versions of wool 
jersey and printed wool were shown 
at 2 London fashion display recently: 
The ‘humble stockinette of prewar 
days is, as a result of years of ex- 
perimental work. by wool textile re- 
search scientists in Britain, transfor- 


med into an enchanting and versa- 


tile fabric right in the front of the 
fashion field. Softly tailored suits, 
coats, dresses and sportswear—mod- 
els with all the style and elegance 
demanded by the woman of discrim- 
ination—can be made from these 
fabrics, The materials are made in a 
wide range of plain and multi-color- 
ed printed designs, most of them be- 
ing washable and non-shrinking, All 
are color-fast. Another innovation, 
from ‘the wool industry of Wales, 
was a display of multi-colored print- 
ed Welsh wool flannel. Here, too, a 
transformation has taken place. The 
serviceable Welsh tlannel of prewar 
days has become an exquisitely 
printed furnishing fabric, retaining 
all its sturdy hard-wearing qualities 
and distinctive textures through var- 
ious: finishing processes. Of particu- 
lar note also was a green corded jer-
